There is a plot ■ common among the more poorly written s-f novels,, The Battle of 
Britain is being reenacted, see- and the RAF can't hold out for long. 

Actually, it l s not really the Battle of Britain., It's the Huraanoid world of Tau 
Vwexxax 3, and it's being invaded by seme horrid monsters who pass their spare time 
drooling over beautiful girls 0 As the story opens, they've drooled over all but one 
girl, and that one is about to be caught 3 

Fortunately, in the nick of time, an Eartbman enters (almost invariably -Anglo- 
Saxon, even when the author's name is Ramon Felipe San Juan Mario Silvio Enrico Smith 
Heathcourt-Brace Sierra y Alvarez del Rey y de los Uerdes and he is published as "Lester 
Del Rey»') 0 '. The Earthmen, as I was saying <, enters,, ties the monsters' eyes in knots, and 
saves the world. ■ ' 

That's just the sort of story that Phillip Jose Farmer, usually one of the most 
talented writers of s-f , has written.o 

The name of the book is The Gat es of Time (Belmont B50-717: £00). As the story 
opens,:. Roger Two Hawks, an American" Iroquois,, is flying out to bomb Festung Ploesti, 
Hitler 1 ' s major source of oil during World ¥ar Two 0 Some strange things happen, and he 
finds himself catapulted into an alternate universe where the American continents do not 
exist beyond a few archipelagos, but the Euro-Afrasian liad mass is about the same as 
in our world c 

Now, the leading Central. European power, Lithuania (under a different name), is 
attacking "the entire world. (No, I'm not ' joking 0 Every nation named is either attacked 
by and/or has war declared upon them by Lithuania™) * 

I hope that I won't have to give a further plot summary,, The book is cliched, in- 
accurate, and idiotic o A few of the things that disturb ms the most ares ^ 

lc the conflict is .resolve 1 by d eus ex machina 0 * 

2. the prologue lets you know that the hero and the civilization of the Good Guys 
(who, naturally, live in Britain) will be saved * 

3o The removal of the American continents and a warm period in the Earth's climate 
does not seem to have affected the outline of the Eurasian continent to any great degree. 
It is stated in the book (no, I'm not going to tell you the page that would mean read- 
ing the damned thing again) that the outlines are . substantially bhe same, A missing New 
World should cause the level of the oceans to fall by a substantial amount P lipping 
Italy with Tunisia^ Sweden with Denmark- etc. And what happened to the various plates 
of the American continents anyway? Did God forget something?*- 

h» Two Hawks, who holds a degree in a. branch of linguistics., decides that the 
people who live in what, are our Rumania and Ukraine a_'o actually Amerindians because 
their language is a member of the Iroquois group© 

There is a law in linguistics that, in an isolated- non-literate culture, words 
will be dropped for new ones at the rate of 17% of the total vocabulary per millenium.. 
(I. e c , the Old English "aetheling" was dropped for ' "knight" „) Estimating 10,000 BC as 
the date when the divergence between the cultures of the world of this book and of our 
world became noticeable, calculate the number of words that Two Hawks could recognize,, 
Hint: Old English ca» 8 50 AD .sounds like a Scotsman speaking German^, and one of the few 
words that survives from the original Indo-European language (ca r .

Technically, it is. The last moves, for "Fall 1913", were published in GRAUSTABK 
#2?1. , A review of the game, with a supply center chart, was printed in #2<?2, But 'some 
late comments by John Leeder, who was playing Italy at the game's end, should find some 
place somewhere. Owing to our presently tight situation with regard to space in GRAU- 
STARK (see #290 for details), here they are: 

"My experience in 1971EC illustrates the undesirability of one rule which most 
Gamesmasters employ in their houserules:: that is p the rule that unordered units, when 
dislodged, are not allowed to retreat but are annihilated. My predecessor as Italy, 
was holding his own under heavy enemy attack when he missed a couple of moves. Most, of 
the units protecting his homeland, being unordered, were unsupported,' dislodged and re- 
moved. Thus the position I took over was indefensible and quickly overrun. If those 
unordered units had been allowed to retreat, Italy would have had some chance of put- 
ting up a spirited defence and the game would have been more interesting. . ., - 

"I do not mean this as a criticism of GRAU STARK 's houserules and their application 
in this game, I mean to point *»ut to all (kim'esm'asters that this particular rule is dis- 
criminatory. It places a player in double jeopardyj he loses both position and the ac- 
tual unit. It is especially hard on standby players - if unordered units were allowed. : 
to retreat^ a standby player would have a better chance of having a viable position to 
take over, I urge all Gamesmasters t6 rethink their position on this rule." 

Unfortunately, this rule about attacked unordered units T»eing removed is not al- 
terable at the discretion pf individual Gamesmasters. It is part of the. rules of Dip- 
lomacy themselves. (Copyright Games Research Inc., j?01 Harrison Ave., Boston, Mass, 
02118.) Unless a support is specifically ordered by another, active, player, any at- 
tacked unit of an unordered country must be removed. Aside from this rule, suppose .it 
were allowed to retreat - who would determine the direction of the retreat?
